Shark attacks 


Goleta diver near 
Pt. Conception

He swam in from the sea, witnesses 
said, a 12-foot shark that struck suddenly 
yesterday at a paddling human figure not 
far from Pt. Conception. And he at­ 
tacked from below — just as it happened 
in the movie “ Jaws.” 
The attack occurred between 2 and 3 
p.m. some 30 feet from Perch Rock, 
which is 800 feet north of Pt. Conception. 
Robert Rebstock, 23, was scanning the 
ocean floor 15 feet below for abalone or 
any signs of danger. He had been wet for 
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NOT FAR NORTH of Pt. Conception is 
where a shark of unknown species at­ 
tacked a Goleta sport diver yesterday 
afternoon. The youth and three others 
had motored their boat north from 
Gaviota. His injuries were minor. 


at most three minutes and was waiting 
for a friend in their nearby boat to suit up 
for a dive. In an instant, the Goleta youth 
was catapulted nearly clear of the water 
as the maws of the greyish creature 
rammed home into his right upper thigh 
and its momentum carried them both 
into the air. 
"He was asking for his spear gun and 
then bam! — he and the shark were com­ 
ing out of the water,” said Tom Hes­ 
seldenz, who had been preparing to dive. 
“ It seemed unreal. It was like it wasn’t 
really happening, like you’d see in a 
movie,” he said. 
“ I saw the whole thing clear the water 
completely and it was a greyish white,” 
Jeff Morris, another witness, described 
the shark. 
Rebstock left Lompoc D istrict 
Hospital in a wheelchair at close to 
seven last night, bound back for Goleta 
with a prescription for pain medicine 
and a tetanus shot. Emergency room 
medics say the flesh of his right upper 
leg and thigh had been tom and that 
there were raking lacerations over his 
left calf and leg. No one counted the 
stitches, one doctor said. Even so, the 
diver’s injuries were listed as minor. He 
never lost consciousness during the 


ordeal and lost only a small amount of 
flesh, said medics. 
“ He had his jaws up all the way around 
both legs and up here,” Rebstock told 
friends, motioning to his upper legs and 
hips. Witnesses said the pattern of shark 
tooth wounds over the diver’s body in­ 
dicated that this was right. The former 
UCSB student, who never saw the shark 
before it lunged into him, said the feeling 
was something like getting hit by a hefty 
linebacker. 
"He was big enough so that my friend 
would have made an easy meal for him,” 
Hesseldenz said. 
Hesseldenz, who estimated the size of 
the shark by comparing it to the four­ 
some’s 16-foot boat, said he thought it 
was a blue shark. Morris, with less div­ 
ing experience than Hesseldenz, said it 
was the more notorious white shark 
species, the same that terrorized a 
resort community in "Jaw s.” 
According to Richard Weaver, 
security guard at Bixby Ranch Com­ 
pany, the attack came four days after a 
sighting of a 12-foot white shark off Pt. 
Conception reported by a diver. It is the 
first reported in loc^l waters since July, 
1971, when Kenny Gray, a 37-year-old 
abalone diver, was attacked off 
Purisima Point and required almost 
1,000 stitches. 
After being jolted out of the water by 
the force of the shark’s first strike, Reb­ 
stock landed within inches of the rear of 
the boat that he and the others had 
launched near Gaviota, almost hitting it, 
the others said. Rapidly, they pulled him 
to safety, assuming that the shark was 
circling for another attack. 
“ He was really bleeding badly and 
really needed some help,” Morris said. 
On their way north along the coast, the 
group had spotted a trailer parked at a 
private beach area on the Bixby Ranch 
at Government Point. Nearby was a 
Union Oil Co. facility. The crew beached 
the outboard motor boat in a cove on the 
north side of Government Point, rested 
Rebstock, in his wet suit on the beach 
and went for help. Clyde Cooper of Santa 
Maria, field operator at the Union 
facility, radioed his company’s Orcutt 
office of the attack at 3 p.m. and ban­ 
daged Rebstock from a first aid kid. 
“ He was conscious all the time,” Hes­ 
seldenz said of Rebstock, who is also his 
roommate. “ He was probably more 
coherent than we were.” 
Cooper’s radio call, made over a por­ 
ta We vehicle transmitter, was answered 
by Union operator Janet Ketz in Orcutt 
just before her 3 p.m. coffee break. She 
alerted the Lompoc Police Dept., which 
dispatched an ambulance. After driving 
the 30 miles from Lompoc, the last six of 
them over a winding one-lane road, the 
hospital medical crew found Rebstock 
bandaged and conscious. 
Hesseldenz said that he had invited 
Rebstock to go to the movies and see 
“ Jaws” several weeks ago but that Reb­ 
stock had refused because he didn’t 
consider the story accurate and didn’t 
want to worry himself unnecessarily. 
Asked about this yesterday, Rebstock, as 
he reclined in the back of a friend’s 
camper truck waiting to go home, said 
he still thinks “ Jaws” is an example of 
“ inaccurate, hype stuff.” 
Tornadoes rip small 


Illinois community 


CANTON, 111. (U PI) - Tornadoes rip­ 
ped through this west central Illinois 
community Wednesday night and some 
200 National Guardsmen arrived early 
today to curb looting among the shat­ 
tered buildings and treeless streets. 
Authorities reported various fatality 
figures during the night but finally set­ 
tled on two dead and 65 injured. 
About one-third of Canton, a town of 
15,000, including a portion of the down­ 
town area ana the big International 
Harvester plant, were badly battered. 
Guardsmen were assigned to the 
rubble-strewn business district to stop 
the looting reported throughout the 
night. 
Portions of the downtown area looked 
as if they had undergone a World War II 
bombing. A car in front of the fire station 


displayed a big chunk of wood through its 
engine block, javelin-style. 
A lingering strike by Central Illinois 
Public Service employes hampered early 
repairs of downed power lines and rup­ 
tured gas lines. But CIPS crews 
suspended their strike and began 
reporting for work soon after the extent 
of the disaster became evident. 
Witnesses said the twister rolled down 
a main street of the city. 
“ We just watched it go right down the 
street, ripping buildings bare of signs 
and windows and stuff,” said Dennis 
Rodgers, 19, who lives in the downtown 
area. Glass from several broken win­ 
dows showered him but he said he wasn’t 
hurt. 
The downtown district was strewn 
with rubble and virtually no trees were 
left standing. 
Gap still remains wide 
on Mideast peace accord

the gap between Israel and Egypt on an 
interim peace settlement remains wide 
but it added that Cairo, for the first time, 
has provided a map of its proposed 
Israeli troop withdrawal in the Sinai 
Desert. 
High-ranking government sources re­ 
jected reports emerging in the United 
States that Egypt has accepted Israeli 
proposals in “ general terms” and 
G 
linted to continued meetings by Prime 
inister Yitzhak Rabin with his Defense 
and Foreign Ministers as evidence that a 
gap exists. 
“The gap is still wide and the gap is hbt 
limited to one specific topic,” the radio’s 
diplomatic correspondent said. 
The way for a settlement was eased 
when Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
agreed Wednesday to extend for three 
months the mandate of the U.N. peace

keeping force in the Sinai. The Security 
Council was scheduled to meet on the 
matter today. 
The radio report said Egypt does not 
accept an Israel proposal to retain the 
eastern ends of the strategic Mitla and 
Gidi mountain passes, a land corridor to 
the Abu Rudeis oil fields or the scope of a 
U.S. presence at early warning listening 
posts in the passes area.

Earlier, a government source said 
Israel’s demand for direct negotiations 
with Egypt had not been raised with 
Cairo because Israel took it for granted 
that such talks will be held before an in­ 
terim agreement is signed. 


HOUSTON (U PI) - The pilots of the 
last Apollo photographed a developing 
Atlantic tropical storm today before 
heading to a Pacific Ocean splashdown 
to end a pioneering era of American 
spaceflight. 
The landing was set for 2:20 p.m. PDT. 
Thomas Stafford, Vance Brand and 
Donald “ Deke” Slayton interrupted their 
earth return preparations at midday to 
survey a storm brewing east of the Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., launch pad they left 
nine days ago. 
“ It doesn’t seem to cover so much 
area but it does have a swirling ap­ 
pearance,” Brand said. "It doesn’t have 
an eye yet.” 
(The National Hurricane Center 
reported in Miami today that two 
weather systems, one halfway between 
the Bahamas and Bermuda and another 
covering the northwest Caribbean, might 
develop into tropical depressions by Fri­ 
day.) 
Scientists on the ground praised the 
astronauts for their earth observations, 
recorded on film and videotape. 
“ You’ve been doing a super job,” said 
ground communicator Robert Crippen 
“Your efforts have really been great.” 
In Moscow, the two cosmonauts who 
rendezvoused with the Americans in or­ 
bit last week said at a news conference 
the historic joint flight went “ as smooth 
as peeled eggs.” 
The return of Stafford, Brand and 
Slayton marked the last planned ocean 
landing by U.S. spacemen, last 
parachute descent, last flight of the 
Apollo and the last time Americans go in 
space before 1979. 
The astronauts also met men of 
another nation in space for the first time, 
flew together for 44 hours of joint experi­ 
ments and ceremonies, and opened what 
world leaders hailed as a new epoch of 
international cooperation in exploring 
space and solving scientific problems 
closer to home. 
“ It’s a mission of firsts and lasts and 
still a beginning all in one,” said flight 
.director Frank DUtleton. 
The return also came on the 25th an­ 
niversary of the first rocket launch from 
Cape Canaveral, Fla. 
The veteran recovery ship USS New 
Orleans cruised 322 miles west of 
Honolulu, ready to pick up the pilots’ 
cone-shaped command module. The

Fuel adjustment squeeze 
hiking local power rates

(This is the third in a series of arti­ 
cles exploring the City of Lompoc’s 
costs for electricity and its 
membership in the Northern Califor­ 
nia Power Agency). 
It would be difficult for officials of 
the state’s municipal utility cities or 
their customer-constituents to forget 
about the fuel shortage even if they 
wanted to. Each month but one since 
May, 1973 has brought a reminder — 
another upward hop in the fuel cost 
adjustment charge. 
The fuel adjustment policy is ap­ 
plied by government agencies to 
provide utilities with monthly com­ 
pensation for sudden lurches in the 
volatile prices of the oil and natural 
gas they burn as power plant fuels. 
For Lompoc and five other 
municipals that purchase bulk power 
from Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
(PG&E), there have been 25 hikes in 
the wholesale fuel cost adjustment in 
the 26 months that the policy has been 
in effect. In areas adjacent to these 
cities, there has been but one fuel cost 
adjustment increase over the last 
year. This is the basis for claims by 
public power cities that they are 
caught in a price squeeze. 
Each fuel cost hike affecting the 
municipals has seemed harmless 
enough in itself. The largest to date, 
in Sept. 1974, amounted to a 7.2 per 
cent increase over previous wholesale 
rates. 
But taken as an accumulating group, 
the fuel cost adjustments loom 
larger. Over the long term, this 
tacked-on fuel charge that the small 
munis have found to be effectively 
unappealable has proven to be a more 
virile power cost increase than 
general wholesale rate hikes 
themselves. Since May, 1973, the City 
of Lompoc’s wholesale power bill, in­ 
cluding fuel cost adjustments, has 
climbed by 122.2 per cent. In May, 
1973, Lompoc paid PG&E $42.000 per 
month for bulk power. By May, 1975, 
this monthly bill had risen to $94,000 
though local power usage had actually 
declined. Over two-thirds of this in­ 
crease — 67.3 per cent of it — has 
been ushered in by the modest but 
monthly increments of the fuel cost 
adjustment. 
As with general wholesale rate 
hikes, the lag is between the federal 
power panel and the California Public 
Utilities Commission (CPUC). The 
backlogged state panel requires the 
private utilities to submit cost data 
justifying fuel cost adjustment hikes 
and also requires public hearings. 
Fuel cost increases are not allowed 
by this state agency to become effec­ 
tive until after a final decision is 
handed down. Lately, the commission 
has begun an in-depth study of utility 
fuel costs and has placed a virtual 
moratorium on new fuel-based hikes 
until it is completed. 
The federal commission, muni 
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EACH City of Lompoc electricity bill has a separate item 
denoting the amount of extra money city dwellers pay in fuel 
cost adjustments. Over the past 26 months, the amount has 
grown large. The other line items is the state energy sur­ 
charge, a much smaller tax to fund state energy programs. 


spokesmen complain, allows utility 
filings for wholesale fuel cost hikes 
affecting the municipals to go into ef­ 
fect automatically. The federal rate 
setters, they charge, forego close in­ 
spection of justifying cost data and 
leave the large utility companies in 
effect to monitor themselves. 
Managers and city council 
members in the small munis plead 
that between the regulatory lag of the 
general rate increases and the lagg­ 
ing fuel cost adjustments, their small 
public utilities are being slowly price 
squeezed out of the power business. 
Lompoc’s power cost situation 
could not be described so severely so 
far. But leaders here see disturbing 
signs. 
For years, this city operated under 
the policy of keeping residential rates 
about five per cent lower than those in 
neighboring Vandenberg Village, Mis­ 
sion Hills and Santa Maria. And for 
years, Lompoc was able to do just 
that while also transferring hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in yearly 
electrical system profits into the city 
general fund to help pay for municipal 
services. 
“ That was initially the policy for a 
number of years,” reviewed William 
Ruffner, city electrical superinten­ 
dent. “ In recent years, when the fuel 
cost adjustments started coming in, 
we’ve adopted the policy of trying to 
keep as close to these (neighboring 
rate) schedules as possible.” 
Over the past year, Lompoc 
residential rates have in fact surged 
ahead of those in Vandenberg Village, 
Mission Hills, Santa Maria, the Santa 
Ynez Valley and Paso Robles. 
In comparisons of retail residential 
bills for a 300 kilowatt hour average 
home usage, PG&E figures show that 


as early as Jan. 1. 1975. the City of 
Lompoc’s average bill ($11.83) was 13 
per cent higher than the PG&E bill in 
Santa Maria ($10.47) and nine per 
cent higher than the PG&E bills in 
Vandenberg Village. Mission Hills 
and areas of the Santa Ynez Valley 
($10.77). 
Current residential rate com­ 
parisons. based on an average 
monthly home power 
use of 320 
kilowatt hours, show that the average 
home bill inside Lompoc's borders 
($13.67) is now 25 per cent higher than 
the PG&E retail bill for the same 
usage in Santa Maria ($10.93) and 22 
per cent higher that the PG&E bill-ip * 
the three unincorporated areas 
($11.20). Each of these monthly rate 
figures includes fuel cost adjustment * 
charges.

The County Welfare Depart­ 
ment is reducing social worker 
^ 
itions in the department by 
person i, according to 
Welfare Director Arthur W. 
Nelson. He explained it is the 
result of a reduction in Federal 
and State funding for social ser­ 
vices. 
In addition, Nelson said, his 
o ffic e is n o tify in g six 
Comprehensive E mployment 
Training Act (CETA) employes 
that they face a demotion or 
transfer to other county depart­ 
ments. He explained the act re­ 
quires that persons funded un­ 
der that category cannot be 
maintained at the time of 
reduction in forces. 
This means his department 
will be required “ to drastically 
reduce the level of social ser­ 
vices available to the com­ 
munity,” Nelson has informed 
the Board of Supervisors, in re­ 
questing approval of the plan. 
He said basic policy changes 
have been “ directed toward 
changing from an approach of 


high standard preventive 
casework services to crisis in­ 
tervention services for the 
protection of children and 
adults" 
He added: 
“ The 1962 and 1967 amend 
ments to the Federal Social 
Security Act encouraged states 
and counties to develop and ex­ 
pand social services programs. 
Since that time, Santa Barbara 
County has developed an excel­ 
lent social services system to 
meet the needs of aged, blind, 
d isab led and dependent 
children in our community 
“ Social service workers have 
been well trained, experienced 
persons dedicated to goals of 
reducing economic dependency 
and increasing the well being of 
the social disadvantaged. 
"It is with regret that we find 
the fiscal limitations of Federal 
funding in 1975 reversing the ac­ 
complishments of a decade. 
However, now that our depart­ 
ment is in a 26-position adjust­ 
ment reduction pattern, we are 


informing the community that 
many social services that have 
been provided for over 10 years 
will be terminated.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President John Kennedy discus­ 
sed, but firmly opposed, the 
possibility of an assassination 
plot against Cuban Premier 
ridel Castro in the early 1960s, 
according to a close friend, 
former Florida Democratic 
Sen. George Smathers. 
“ He was very outspoken and 
wasn’t interested in proceeding 
along that line at all, even 
though admitting that someone 
had suggested it to him. I don’t 
know who it was,” Smathers 
said after testifying before the 
Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence Wednesday. 
“ He wanted to know what the 
reaction would be,” Smathers 
said, “and I said it would be ter­ 
rible if it got out in the United 
States and because no matter 
what Kennedy did it would be 
attributed to him.” 
CIA Director William Colby 
—and possibly other witnesses 
—were being called to testify 
further today on assassination 
plots. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer has been called to appear 
in the near future. Sen. John 
Tower, R-Tex., top Republican 
on the panel, said this “should 
not and must not be construed 
by anyone as an indication that 
there is any evidence linking 
the secretary with assassina­ 
tion plots.” 
* 
Smathers’ comments were 
the first public indication that 
such an assassination scheme 
ever got top-level consideration 
at the White House.

MOSCOW (U PI) - Alexei 
Leonov and Valery Kubasov 
came home in triumph. The 
Soviet Union bestowed a hero’s 
welcome on its cosmonauts and 
their families gave flowers, 
hugs and tears of joy. 
Basking in the success of 
their space rendezvous with 
three American astronauts, 
Leonov and Kubasov flew back 
to Moscow Wednesday after a 
day of rest at the central Asian 
space complex at Baikonur. 
Leonov wore the crisp new 
uniform of a major general in 
the Red Air Force. He was 
promoted from colonel Tuesday 
and hailed as the Soviet Union’s 
premier space explorer. 
Kubasov sported a civilian 
suit and an ear-to-ear grin as he 
and his comrade strode from 
their special jetliner onto the 
airport tarmac. 
With their friends and fami­ 
lies standing patiently to one 
side, Leonov and Kubasov stood 
at attention before their superi- 
ors in the Soviet space 
program. 
“ The Soyuz 19 crew has fully 
carried out its program,” 
Leonov said. “ We feel well and 
are prepared to carry out a new 
assignment.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
bill approved Wednesday by the 
House Post Office Committee 
would prevent the U.S. Postal 
Servic3 from adding more than 
two cents to the cost of a first- 
class stamp the next time it 
raises rates. 
By a 19-8 vote, the panel in­ 
cluded an amendment by Rep. 
Charles Wilson, D-Calif., 
limiting the next postage rate 
increase for all classes of mail 
to 20 per cent. 
Wilson said the amendment 
would apply only to the next 
rate increase because it is ap­ 
parent the Postal Service wants 
to raise the cost of a 10-cent 
first-class stamp to at least 13 
cents.

chairman of the Senate’s CIA 
investigating committee today 
requested that his panel be 
granted six additional months 
to complete its work 
Sen Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
cited "serious and trou­ 
blesome” delays in obtaining 
information from the adminis­ 
tration as the main reason for 
the request. 
Church, chairman of the 
Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence, said the adminis­ 
tration's response to request 
for documents “ has been slow 
and procedural delays have 
hampered the committee's pro­ 
gress ” 
On Wednesday, former 
Democratic Sen. George 
Smathers of Florida told tie 
panel President John F Ken­ 
nedy discussed, but firmly op­ 
posed, the possibility of an as­ 
sassination plot against Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro. 
Church, supported by the pan­ 
el’s co-chairman, Sen. John 
Tower, R-Tex., and the rest of 
the committee, introduced a 
resolution which would extend 
the committee’s life from Sept. 
2. when its final report was to 
be completed, to Feb 25, 1976. 
The full Senate must approve 
the resolution 
Church said in a progress 
report delivered to the Senate 
he hoped “ we will not see a 
reversion to the pattern of 
previous administrations that 
attempted to withhold informa­ 
tion from lawful inquiries of the 
Congress.” 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford’s campaign 
manager says Vice President 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, 67 years 
old and with a liberal reputa­ 
tion, is a “ serious, continuing 
problem” in President Ford’s 
bid for election next year. 
Rockefeller’s age and strong 
opposition from conservatives 
are two reasons why Ford is 
keeping an open mind on whom 
he will recommend to run with 
him next year. Howard H. Cal­ 


laway told reporters Wednes­ 
day night. 
Callaway emphasized that he 
was not involved in any dump- 
Rockefeller movement and 
that, in fact, he felt Ford 
“ would choose Rockefeller” if 
the decision had to be made 
now. 
“ The President told me very 
clearly he has an open mind on 
who lie might recommend for 
vice president.” Callaway said. 
“ He’s very high on Rockefeller 


and Rockefeller would certain­ 
ly be the first he would be look­ 
ing at.”

House seeks price control 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House has indicated through a 
series of votes on an energy bill 
that any new White House com­ 
promise on oil pricing must in­ 
clude controls. 
In return, Congress might ac­ 
cept a much higher figure than 
the present $5.25 a barrel ceil­ 
ing. 
President Ford had these pos­ 
sibilities before him today as he 
worked on a compromise 
measure he hopes to send 
Congress by Friday. That would 
give lawmakers the five work­ 
ing days they are allowed to dis­ 
approve the offer before 
starting a scheduled month­ 
long recess Aug. 1. 
White House spokesmen said 


Ford had a new plan ready, but 
they would not discuss it. 
Senate Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield said he expected it 
might be a three-year phase-out 
of present controls that now 
cover 60 per cent of domestic 
oil and which will expire Aug. 
31. 
The House earlier this week 
rejected 262-167 a Ford plan to 
decontrol the oil over 30 
months. It was doubtful, from 
House votes in the past two 
days, that even a 36-month 
phase-out would be acceptable. 
The House, working on a mas­ 
sive new energy bill out of its 
commerce committee, re­ 
jected on a 326-94 vote Tuesday 
a proposal to control all

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (U P I)- 
One of every two 23-year-old 
American men smoked mari­ 
juana last year, according to a 
study by the University of 
Michigan. 
The study, to be presented to 
the White House Special Action 
Office on Drug Abuse Preven­ 
tion, was based on interviews 
with 1,600 men across the na­ 
tion. 
Drug use, according to the 
researchers, has remained high 
among males, with 20 per cent 
saying they used amphetamines 
without prescription. Bar­ 
biturates, cocaine and psyche­ 
delic drugs were used by more 
than 10 per cent of the 23-year- 
olds. 
More than one-third of the 
1,600 males, who have been in­ 
terviewed regularly since 
beginning high school in 1965, 
reported using marijuana be­ 
tween ages 20 and 23. 


After 23, a quarter of them 
stilled smoked it, said research­ 
ers Lloyd Johnston, Patrick O’­ 
Malley and Leslie Eveland. 
"Before graduating from 
high school in 1969, less than a 
quarter had used any illicit 
drug and about half of those us­ 
ing drugs had merely experi­ 
mented once or twice, usually 
with marijuana,” said John­ 
ston.. 
By last year, almost two- 
thirds had at least sampled 
marijuana and a third had tried 
amphetamines. 
More than 6 per cent had 
tried heroin sometime during 
the eight years of the study, the 
researchers said.

LISBON, Portugal (UPI) - 
The most powerful segment of 
Portugal’s military govern­ 
ment declared its support today 
for Prime Minister Vasco 
Goncalves. virtually confirm­ 
ing reports the Communist- 
oriented leader had emerged 
victorious in a power struggle 
with government moderates 
“ The political position of 
Vasco Goncalves is not at 
stake,” Army Chief of Staff 
Gen. Carlos Fabiao said before 
a meeting of the Army Council 
today 
Fabiao said the army fully 
supported Goncalves and his 
comments left no doubt that, as 
its commander, he spoke for 
the entire command structure. 
Goncalves and his backers 
were reported to have put down 
moderate opposition in the 30- 
member Supreme Revolution­ 
ary Council earlier this week 
and pushed through the plan to 
consolidate their Communist- 
oriented leadership 
Both the Socialist and Popu­ 
lar Democratic parties have 
demanded Goncalves’ resigna­ 
tion 
Government sources said 
Goncalves supports A plan to 
form a three-man leadership 
composed of himself, President 
Francisco da Costa Gomes and 
Military Security Chief Gen 
Otelo Saraiva de Carvalho, an 
extremist whose position ap­ 
peared enhanced in the past few 
days of political crisis., 
No serious opposition to Gon­ 


calves' plan was expected at 
the 240-man Armed Forces As­ 
sembly meeting scheduled Fri­ 
day. The assembly has con­ 
sistently backed Goncalves 
Goncalves,proposal reported­ 
ly will put the three-man junta 
atop the leadership pyramid, 
superceding the Revolutionary 
Council, the Armed Forces As­ 
sembly and any new military- 
civilian coalition government 
One version described the 
junta as merely a streamlining 
process to make the leadership 
less cumbersome Another said 
it foretold a complete seizure of 
power by the armed forces’ left 
wing 
Another plan reportedly 


would create an U-man "col­ 
lege” dominated by left-wing 
military men as the new ruling 
body. 


A third proposal would give 
President Francisco da Costa 
Gomes the added job of prime 
minister. Gen. Otelo Carvalho

domestic oil at $11.28 a barrel. 
It followed on Wednesday 
with a 220-202 vote to reject a 
plan to wipe out price controls 
over a five-year period, but only 
after a tax to capture windfall 
profits was enacted. A few 
hours later the bill's provision 
to set controls at $7.50 a barrel 
was also eliminated on a 215-199 
vote. 


The amended bill, if left un­ 
changed, would make the pre­ 
sent controls permanent, but a 
new amendment was expected 
when the House returns to the 
measure —probably not until 
Friday —calling for a ceiling of 
$10.50 a barrel. 


What the series of votes also 
achieved was to message Ford 
that the House does not want a 
ceiling as high as the $11.28 that 
was rejected, but it does want 
controls of some sort and would 
accept a considerable boost in 
the present $5.25 lid. 


Lacking any compromise by 
this time next week, an interim 
agreement might be reached to 
extend present controls a few 
months past the Aug 31 expira­ 
tion date, freeing lawmakers 
for their vacation and allowing 
time for renewed compromise 
talks in September. 


Presidential economist Alan 
Greenspan said Wednesday oil 
price increases expected in the 
fall —from decontrol and from 
higher rates by foreign produc­ 
ers —are not likely to have the 
devastating impact on the 
economy that many, including 
the Congressional Budget Of­ 
fice, have predicted.

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Cooking talents 


By BETTY LAURENT 
Urged by your editor to share some of her personal 
recipes for our Thursday cooking column, Harriet (Mrs. 
A. James) McCollum, publisher and president of the 
Record, has contributed the following, llirough her years 
in Lompoc, Harriet earned some local recognition as an 
exceptionally good cook. In her active years in the Record 
office, employes looked forward to the cakes she baked 
for their monthly birthday parties. Her recipe for carrot 
cake, once published, proved a most popular one. Others 
may be forthcoming in time to come. 
Says Harriet: “Recently there was a recipe presented 
for Lompoc Pinquito Beans. I will not argue with those 
who like meat, tomatoe sauce, onions, etc. in their beans 
but I am a purist and have found that many others also 
like to taste the flavor of BEANS. So this is the way 1 fix 
them: 
“Clean 2 cups of beans of dirt and small items like 
rocks, other colored beans or radish seed. Wash well. 
Cover with about 6 cups of water and add about a teas* 
poon of salt, some pepper and one-quarter to one-third lb. 
of salt pork cut into smallish pieces. Bring to boil and 
simmer for 2 to 2 
hours or until beans are tender. Taste 
and add more salt if necessary. More water may be added 
if the beans absorb a lot because you want them juicy. If 
you end up with a lot of bean juice, put it and a cup or so of 
beans in the blender and mix. Then you will have some 
terrific soup too. 
“I am such a collector of recipes that oftentimes I end 
up with several of the same kind. So I take the best ideas 
from each one, put them all together and have a recipe 
for something that is entirely my own. More or less, that 
is. One of these we enjoy is for that old standby, Meat­ 
balls and Spaghetti.” 
1 lb. of ground beef 
1 cup fine bread crumbs 
Vs cup Parmesan cheese 
1 T. minced parsley 
Vz cup milk 
2 eggs, beaten 
IVz tsp. salt 
pepper, garlic salt, onion salt. 


Mix together and make into balls, brown and add to 
sauce. Cook together Mi hf. or so. 
» 


Sauce 
1 cup chopped onion and I clove crushed garlic, sauteed. 
Add and cook together 1 hour: 
2 T. parsley, chopped 
2 No. 2 cans tomatoes 
1 can tomato sauce (small) 
1 can water (as above) 
1 tsp. basil 
pinches of oregano, thyme, onion salt and V«tsp. pepper 


Another concocted by the same method is this 
Marinade for lamb shish kebab 
1V4 lb. of lean lamb (leg of lamb is best) 
3 T. olive oil 
1 large clove garlic, crushed 
Vi cup sherry 
Vi cup parsley, chopped 
Vz cup chopped onion 
Vz tsp. med. grind black pepper 
1 tsp. salt 
2 tsp. mixed pickling spice 
Vi tsp. Garni for lamb or something similar 


Cut lamb in chunks suitable for skewering and soak in 
this for several hours. 


“My last contribution is a mixture that just happened 
but I think is great. 
“It started out with a bona fide recipe I have used for 
years for: 
Lemonade or Limeade Fruit Salad Dressing 
Shake together well: 
one-third cup of undiluted frozen concentrate for 
lemonade or limeade, 
one-third cup of honey 
one-third cup of salad oil 
& tsp. celery seed. 
This is my addition: Pour some of this into plain yogurt 
and mix well. It gives the salad a creamy dressing 
without the calories of mayonnaise.

Reagan support not 
enough 
Callaway 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Ford's campaign 
chairman says Ronald Reagan 
may have more support than 
Ford among Republicans in 
California and “ almost any 
southern state,” but nowhere 
near enough to win the GOP 
nomination 
Form er Army Secretary 
Howard “ Bo” Callaway, who 
resigned to head the President 
Ford Committee, said he ex* 
pected the President to reverse 
the southern situation as the ac­ 
tual campaign approached, but 
in any case he did not regard 
the former California gover­ 
nor's strength in that area as 
overwhelming. 
Except for the winner-take- 
all delegate primary in Califor­ 
nia, Callaway told reporters at 
a dinner Wednesday night, 


Ford’s worst position in Florida 
and other southern states would 
be about a 40-60 split with 
Reagan 


He said Ford had the support 
to capture all the delegates in 
many states outside Reagan’s 
home state and the South 


Callaway said he did not 
believe Reagan now had the 
strength to capture a third of 
the 1976 delegates 
Callaway said he did not think 
it was practical to enter all the 
30 or more state presidential 
primaries that are in prospect 
next year, but he did not see 
how Ford could skip contests in 
well publicized states such as 
New Hampshire and California 
However, Callaway said he 
did not think it would be 
politically fatal for Ford to pull

less than a majority in some 
states unless they were widely 
“ taken as typical of the 
country.” He also discounted 
the importance to Ford of 
building up campaign momen­ 
tum with victories in early 
rimaries, such as the New 
ampshire contest. 
As he has before, Callaway 
assessed Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller as the main source 
of trouble for the Ford cam­ 
paign in the South and among 
R eagan-type 
R epublicans 
around the country. 
He said Ford told him he was 
keeping an open mind on whom 
he might recommend to the 
GOP convention next year, but 
added: “ He is very high on 
Rockefeller. Rockefeller cer­ 
tainly would be the first he 
would be looking at.” 


Gandhi retains iron fist 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) - 
The decision of parliament to 
endorse India's state of emer­ 
gency decree has given Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi the 
power to run the country with 
an iron fist for as long as she 
wants. 
The lower house of parlia­ 
ment ignored jeers of “ Shame! 
Shame!” by Mrs. Gandhi’s op­ 
ponents Wednesday to ratify 
the nationwide emergency de­ 
cree by an overwhelming 336-59 
vote. 
Legislators from all but one 
of the major opposition parties 
immediately walked out of the 
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lower house and vowed to 
boycott the re st of the 
parliamentary session. 
The walkout, a carbon copy of 
Tuesday’s action in the upper 
house, left the proMoscow Com­ 
munist party of India as the 
only major opposition group 
still attending the week-long 
parliamentary session. 
The approval by the two 
houses extended the state of 
emergency for an indefinite 
period and left it up to Mrs. 
Gandhi's government to decide 
when to revoke the mesure. 
Agricultural Minister Jag- 
jivan Ram , in a 40-minute 
speech, said the emergency 
decree “ has created a sense of 
confidence among the people” 
and “ the prestige of the govern­ 


ment has been restored.” 
Ram gave no indication when 
Mrs Gandhi would lift the state 
of emergency, used to arrest 
thousands of her political oppo­ 
nents. He said “ much depends 
on the opposition.” 
As Ram ended his speech, 
ftiembers of Mrs. Gandhi’s rul­ 
ing Congress party cheered in 
the lower house while opposi­ 
tion law m ak ers sh outed 
“ Shame!

— Vietnamese refugees are 
complaining one company took 
advantage of their first reloca­ 
tion panic to cheat them out of 
thousands of dollars cm gold 
sales. The company says the 
Vietnamese misunderstood the 
situation. 
The refugees say Deak and 
Perrera Co., the first company 
authorized by the government 
to buy gold from them, did not 
pay a fair price. 
“ I think Deak made too much 
profit wi the price at first,” 
Nguyen Van Nhan said Wednes­ 
day. Nhan, a former pilot in the 
South Vietnamese air force, 
said the company shortchanged 
him by $27,000 on the sale of 
$143,000 in gold plates called 
taels. 
“ Because of security, we 
couldn’t keep the gold with us. 
We had to sell it when we first 
came. Unfortunately, it was a 
bad price.” 
Nhan’s receipts showed he 
sold his $143,000 in gold on May 
12 and was paid $170 a tael, 
which weighs about 1.2 ounces.

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Army reveals 
results of LSD 
experiments 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Army experiments with LSD 
showed the drug is powerful 
but not addictive and it 
changes body cells less than 
caffeine, according to a top 
researcher involved in the 
program. 
Dr. Van M. Sim said he 
personally had tried LSD. 
He told a Pentagon news 
conference Wednesday only 
a few Army test subjects 
reported having a fte r­ 
e ffe c ts from the h a l­ 
lucinogen. 
The director of chemical 
w a r fa r e r e s e a r c h at 
EdgeWood Arsenal, Md 
said LSD was administered 
to 585 volunteers, mostly 
soldiers but including some 
civilian Army personnel, 
over 12 years ending in 1967. 
The Army previously had 
said possibly 900 other 
persons were tested by out­ 
side contractors as part of 
the program. 
Sim said Army test sub­ 
jects were told beforehand 
they would receive a power­ 
ful, behavior-affecting drug 
But they were not told when 
nor were they told it would 
be LSD.

He said the program was 
popular among volunteers 
who received a three-day 
pass each week over three 
months as compensation 
Before a volunteer was ac 
cepted, he had to take 
weeklong physical and psy 
chological tests. 
After taking LSD, subjects 
were given tests including 
m ap reading, 
spelling 
breaking down and reas 
sembling a rifle, and playing 
volleyball. Ten per cent un 
derwent followup studies. 


Longshoremen will refuse 
to load grain for Russia 


MIAMI BEACH (UPI) — The 
International Longshoreman’s 
Association says it will refuse 
to load grain for Russia until its 
132,000 dockworkers are as­ 
sured the price of bread and 
beer won’t go up as a result. 
Almost 800 delegates to the 
ILA (AFL-CIO) convention 
stomped, whistled, cheered and 
clapped after voicing unani­ 
mous approval of a “ don’t 
load” resolution Wednesday. 
The statement leaves up to 
ILA President Thomas Gleason 
the final decision on whether to 
load the wheat, com and barley 
Russia bought from the United 
States in a multi-million dollar 
deal recently. 
Gleason said he would meet 


with officials of othet* maritime 
unions in Chicago Tuesday and 
with AFL-CIO executive coun­ 
cil members Wednesday. He 
said AFL-CIO P residen t 
George Meany is investigating 
the grain deal with Russia and 
particularly Agriculture Secre­ 
tary Earl Butz' statement that 
the sale would cause only a 
“ nominal increase” in living 
costs next year. 
“ A ‘nominal increase’ to him 
(Butz) might be a dollar a loaf 
for bread, 
Gleason said 
ILA officials also said the 
sale of 51 million bushels of 
barley to the Soviets could hike 
the cost of beer in America. 
President Ford offered per­ 
sonal assurances, in a filmed

address to the longshoremen, 
that the grain agreement with 
Russia would prove beneficial 
to the United States. 
But the ILA resolution 
stated: “ The record of the pre­ 
sent administration ... does not 
inspire confidence in its ability 
to protect the vital interest of 
this nation and its working peo­ 
ple in commercial grain sales 
to the Soviet Union ” 
O fficials of four m ajor 
Oklahoma wheat organizations 
sent telegram s to Gleason 
protesting the ILA “ no-load” 
resolution The telegrams said 
the grain sales to Russia meant 
more jobs for everyone and 
predicted the deal would not in­ 
crease food prices, 
Word also was received here 
that the West Coast Long­ 
shoreman's union, which is 
separate from the ILA, would 
not support the resolution The 
ILA represents dockworkers in 
ports from Montreal to Texas, 


including the Great Lakes ami 
Puerto Rico, 
Most of the grain contracted 
to Russia is expected to be ship­ 
ped from Gulf of Mexico ports 
and only about 10 per cent of the 
wheat will be loaded at West 
Coast ports 
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The price he received was 
about $27,000 less than the 
London market value of the 
gold on that date. 
Nicholas Deak, head of Deak 
and Perrera Co., said the firm 
was now paying higher prices. 
He said the refugees’ com­ 
plaints were based on a mis­ 
understanding. 
Deak said his company 
organized the transportation of 
gold from Guam and the other 
camps to mints in the United 
States, London and Hong Kong 
where the metal was melted 
down and refined. 
“ This was a costly procedure 
and as time went by, the com­ 
pany reduced the cost of tran­ 
sportation, insurance, refining 
and melting,” Deak said. “ In 
time, the firm was able to in­ 
crease the price it could pay the 
refugees.” 


FBI captures 
most-wanted 


BOSTON (UPI) - The FBI 
has stricken the name of John 
E. Copeland from its “ 10 Most 
Wanted” list. 
Copeland, accused of rape, 
robbery and kidnaping, was 
captured without a struggle 
Wednesday night. 
The FBI said Copeland, 31, 
was picked up by agents at a 
three-family dwelling in the 
city’s Dorchester section. 
“ Copeland and an accomplice 
allegedly participated in multi­ 
ple rapes, robberies and kid- 
napings in California during 
mid-1973,” according to a state­ 
ment by FBI Director Clarence 
Kelley. 
Kelley said Copeland was the 
subject of an intensive, two- 
year investigation. He added 
that four of the most wanted 
criminals have been captured 
within the past four months. 
Copeland was to appear today 
before a U.S. magistrate on a 
ch arge of flight to avoid 
prosecution. 
Spokesmen said Copeland had 
been sought since a warrant 
was handed down in Monterey, 
Calif., July 23,1973. 
Copeland’s accomplice was 
arrested earlier in Texas.

Census shows 
incomes took 
a pounding 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
family income of all Americans 
—especially poor whites —took 
a pounding in the recession. 
Census Bureau figures show. 
The median income of the na­ 
tion’s 58 million families fell in 
1974 to $12,836 from $13,373 in 
1973. 
At the same time, the number 
of Americans living below the 
government’s official poverty 
level rose 5.6 per cent in 1974, to 
24.3 million. 
That nfeans about 12 per cent 
of the U.S. population is con­ 
sidered “ poor” by federal stan­ 
dards. 
The government’s poverty 
threshold, which is adjusted up­ 
ward each year to compensate 
for the rising cost of living, is 
now $5,038 for an urban family 
of four. 
The 4 per cent slide in median 
family income, first since small 
declines in 1970 and 1971, is 
bound to continue through 1975, 
since the recession did not real­ 
ly get under way until late last 
year. 


DETROIT (UPI) - Auto ex-> 
ecutives are not claiming their 
21-month slump is over. But 
they are enthusiastic over a 
mid-July report showing the 
best performance for a mid­ 
month period in 13 months. 
With General Motors pacing 
the way with a 16 per cent gain 
over last July 11-20 on the 
strength of a sales incentive 
contest, the four companies 
reported Wednesday 213.965 
cars were sold, an increase of 
4.2 per cent over last year. 
GM sales were the best for a 
mid-month period since May of 
1974 and Ford turned in its best 
performance since October. 
Even more indicative of a 
sales upturn was a 12.6 per cent 
jump over mid-June, counter­ 
ing a normal 10 per cent drop. 
The upturn was the first time 
since early September —before 
the 1975-model cars were in­ 
troduced —that the four U.S. 
companies have put together a 
sales report that showed a gain 
from a year-earlier period. It 


prompted one executive to 
claim the “ logjam” was bro­ 
ken. 
But analysts had their own 
reasons for the sales surge. 
“ The logjam of pent-up sales 
demand is beginning to break,” 
said Bennett Bidwell, Ford 
sales vice president “ Industry 
sales have been running below 
trend for two years and the 
tendency for the market to 
return to trend is becoming 
more apparent each month.” 
The lure of cash rebates that 
pulled the industry out of a 
sharp winter slump may have 
lost some of their appeal, 
however. Chrysler, the only 
automaker now offering $200 
and $300 cash payments to 
buyers, saw its sales slip below 
last July and even this past 
June. 
The GM sales contest in the 
Chevrolet Division was given 
major credit for the industry’s 
mid-July jump. Chevrolet sales 
were up 42 per cent from last 
year and accounted for 67 per 
cent of GM’s total sales.

“ If an accounting is tied to it, 
then I’m afraid that I would just 
have to say ‘I’d rather chalk it 
off.’ It’s ransom, that’s what it 
is, and I feel like these men 
have been dishonored enough as 
it is without having to run it 
through the muck.”

Owners, players submit 
proposals in NFL talks 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - National 
Football League club owners and the 
NFL Players Association, again at the 
bargaining table trying to settle a dis­ 
pute over their basic agreement, have 
exchanged written proposals.

Not just another pretty arm 
Namath a future coach?

NEW YORK (U PI) — How does this one strike you? 
Joe Namath, coach. 
Not right this minute, of course, because at 32, Namath 
still feels he’s physically able to play another two-three 
years, but the idea of his coaching an NFL team after he’s 
through playing for the New York Jets already has cros­ 
sed the minds of some football people and they believe 
he’s capable of doing the job. 
Namath’s knowledge of the game transcends that of 
most players around today. He has no peer at reading 
defenses or, for that matter, operating an offense. 
Moreover, he enjoys an exceptionally good rapport with 
football players generally, not only with those on his own 
ball club but with those on other teams as well. Most im­ 
portant of all, he’s by far the most colorful figure in the 
game, which wouldn’t wish to lose his publicity value. 
Namath is good for football’s image. If you talk with 
the owners and the players, they’ll tell you they’d like to 
see him stay in football after he’s through playing and 
that’s readily understandable. Most of the owners are old 
enough to remember all the criticism baseball took for 
not giving its biggest star, Babe Ruth, a chance to remain 
in the game and manage and feel why should they make 
the same mistake. 
Namath has natural leadership qualities. He’s eminent­ 
ly more qualified to handle a team than Ruth was. The 
Babe was unsurpassed when it came to hitting home runs, 
but he wasn’t even a particularly good batting instructor. 
Namath already has shown he can lead and teach men, 
clearly demonstrating he has the necessary qualities 
needed to coach. 
‘‘He’d make a great one,” said Bear Bryant, his college 
coach at Alabama, from his office in Tuscaloosa Wednes­ 
day. 
‘‘He has the poise and confidence it takes to run a team 
and anytime he’s out there on the field, he’s the boss. He 
was in here only a few minutes ago and he gave me some 
good ideas. I’m impressed with his ideas about football. A 
lot of people think he’s out playing golf these days, but he 


isn’t, he’s studying football. There’s no doubt in my mind 
he could coach. I can say the same thing for George 
Blanda. If I were a clubowner, I’d certainly give Joe 
consideration as a coach, but with all the things he has go­ 
ing for him now, I doubt they’ll ever be able to get him. ’ 
The secret to that is trying hard enough. If some owner 
does, there’s no reason he shouldn’t have a chance of 
landing Namath’s services as coach after he’s through 
playing. Ted Williams swore he wouldn’t manage, but 
Bob Short never quit trying and finally got him to take , 
over the Washington Senators. 
Joe Namath loves football, even above all those other 
things he has going for him that Bear Bryant was talking 
about. 
Last week Namath signed a $5 million deal for 20 years 
with a men’s cologne outfit and before that he also closed 
a $3 million deal with a shirt company. Theoretically, 
these two packages should set him up for life but the 
woods are full of millionaires who don’t enjoy themselves 
half as much as Joe Namath does playing football. That’s 
what he likes doing most. 
He has played out his option with the Jets, who are of­ 
fering him a three-year contract at better than the nearly 
$300,000 a year he received from them last year. So far 
Namath hasn’t signed because he isn’t satisfied with his 
new contract. He has, however, already picked up the 
Jets’ playbook, is in excellent physical shape and has been 
throwing the football in Tuscaloosa every day so that 
should give you some clue as to what he has in mind. 
Jets’ president Phil Iselin, also president and board 
chairman of Monmouth Park, says the Jets have gone as 
far as they can go with Namath. 
‘‘The contract we have offered him is the highest ever 
in the history of professional football,” he says. ‘‘We have 
left the avenues open to him. Now it’s up to him.” 
Joe Namath is aware the Jets’ are his best showcase. 
He knows which side his bread is buttered on and also 
knows which side its best for him to play on. 
Any day now, you can look for Joe Namath to walk into 
the Jets’ camp, casually and nonchalantly the way he 
always does, and sign that new contract. 
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Slugging Phillies

With the score tied 2-2 in the eighth, 
the Phillies pushed across the winning 
run after Luzinski singled and stole se­ 
cond. Terry Harmon was sent in to run 
for Luzinski and reached third when 
Dick Allen intentionally hit the ball to 
the right side, grounding out to first 
base. Schmidt then beat out a bunt to the 
mound with Harmon scoring without a 
play at the plate. 
‘‘Many people think of us as just a 
power team,” said Phillies’ manager 
Danny Ozark, ‘‘but our big men can do 
other things as well. Allen and Schmidt 
are excellent bunters. We can hit-and- 
run with Allen, Schmidt, Luzinski and 
(Jay) Johnstone. Most of them can also 
steal a base.

Son's ready 
to challenge 
dad's record 


CHICAGO (U PI) — Jon Erikson is 
planning to follow his father’s wake back 
and forth across the English Channel 
next month. 
Jon’s father, Ted, holds the 10-year-old 
world’s record time for crossing the 
English Channel both ways — 30 hours 3 
minutes. His father is also only one of 
three persons who has successfully made 
the roundtrip. 
Jon, who turns 21 Sept. 6, leaves the 
middle of next month for England in his 
attempt at the two-way swim during the 
100th anniversary of the first accredited 
crossing of the channel. 
"It was a little bit of both our ideas,” 
said Jon. who has been swimming 
professional marathon races for five 
years. ‘‘I obviously was kind of in­ 
terested in marathon swimming because 
of my dad He thinks I have a pretty good 
chance if I can get the good weather.” 
Ted Erikson is footing the $3,000 bill 
for the trip over, the rental of a boat ami 
the help of the Channel Swimmers 
Association, a group which officiates the 
crossings 
Jon already has had two tries at the 
channel. He failed at the age of 13 but 
returned the next year to finish with one 
of the top times for a one-way crossing. 
“1 was 31 when 1 first crossed the 
channel and it took me three attempts 
before I was successful (in the 
roundtrip),” the elder Erikson said. ‘‘I 
think it would be tremendous to see a 
young punk kid beat his dad’s record. I 
would love to think it is guaranteed.” 
He said he doesn’t worry too much 
about his son’s safety on the swim and 
figures he can swim it between 23 and 28 
hours. 
“ He’s only half a man if he can’t beat 
my record.” Erikson said. 
Jon, who swims about three to four 
hours a day and eight hours one day 
every two weeks, said he hopes to make 
the 44-mile two-way crossing in about 24 
to 29Mi hours. 
Erikson said he swims with his son 
every day, setting a pace for him —“ but 
I cheat —I use fins.” 
Erikson said he sees no major 
problems, except possibly weather and 
the “ challenge of a person's capabilties. 
‘‘It ’s a challenge of physical 
capabilities, mental capabilities and 
emotional capabilities," he said ” You 
gotta be psyched up enough to handle the 
opportunity when it comes up and psy­ 
ched up enough not to be disappointed 
when you’re delayed because of the 
weather. 
“ It’s great. Part of the problem with 
people as they get older is they’don’t 
leave footprints for other people to stand 
on.

Bonus baby, age 57

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA) 
- At 9:15 a.m. on Wednesday of 
the first week in June, a wavy- 
haired, toothy politician named 
Larry O’Brien was formally 
ratified by the Board of Gover­ 
nors as the third commissioner 
in the history of the National 
Basketball Association. 
Thirty hours later, he had 
presided over the assessment of 
a whopping on the divestiture of 
a m illion-dollar property 
named George McGinnis by the 
New York Knicks. 
This was accomplished by a 
group that will debate for a 
year on the amount of tip for 
room service. Its first commis­ 
sioner, a rotund little man 
named Maurice Podoloff, used 
to get obfuscated by his own 
verbiage. Its second, the 
recently retired Walter Ken­ 
nedy, pined for the good old 
days when a handshake did the 
job of a battery of lawyers. 
Neither particularly defied 
their bosses, the owners, which 
meant they were a little reluc­ 
tant to make decisions. 
Now the NBA has the 
utlimate pol, Larry O’Brien, 
whose most recent public ex­ 
posure was presiding over the 
1972 Democratic convention, 
the one that nominated George 
McGovern. 
And so it is almost child’s 
play, even though it involves 
millions and the futures of 
elongated young men, when 
O’Brien exercises his new 
power as NBA commissioner. 
“I am cautious,” he says, 
“determining facts, but I can 
make decisions. Miami Beach 
(site of the convention) two 
years ago was tougher than 
this. I didn’t go to bed for two 
nights. I had to make rulings 
that effectively blocked off 
Hubert Humphrey and Edward 
Muskie from the nomination — 
and I was a lot closer personal­ 
ly to Humphrey than to 
McGovern.” 
The McGinnis ruling was 
really his first in office. The 
superb forward of the In­ 
dianapolis Pacers of the 
American Basketball Associa­ 
tion has signed a contract with 
the Yew York Knicks recently, 
which was legal in the eyes of 
the law since he was a free 
agent. But the draft rights to 
him in the NBA were held by 
the Philadelphia 76ers, who 
weren’t about to give them up, 
and the flaunting action by the 
Knicks threatened the con­ 
stitutional foundation of the 
league. 
Even before he officially took 
the com m issioner’s chair, 
O’B rien had sta rted in ­ 
vestigating the aspects of the 
McGinnis case. And at the NBA 
meetings, he had invited Mike 
Burke of the Knicks and Pat 
Williams of the 76ers into the 
Chairman’s Suite of the St. 
Francis Hotel to thrash out the 
arguments for both sides. He 
had earlier requested that 
Burke submit the McGinnis 
contract to the league office for 
perusal. Mike could have effec-

tively blocked an immediate 
ruling on the matter by not 
complying, since a team does 
not have to send in player con­ 
tracts for league approval until 
the beginning of the season, 
which would have been next Oc­ 
tober.

At 2:06 p.m., on his second of­ 
ficial day in office, O’Brien cal­ 
led the afternoon session in 
order. At 2:10 p.m., he an­ 
nounced the McGinnis contract 
with New York was void, and 
the Knicks would forfeit their 
top draft choice next year. 
“Not a pin dropped,” he 
recalls, an unusual reaction 
from the perennially bickering 
owners of the NBA, who 
threaten to sue each other and 
the league every time they stub 
a toe. 
He had begun earning his 
$150,000 a year in salary. 
O’Brien claims that when 
members of the committee to 
select a new commissioner, 
who had been dallying for more 
than a year, first mentioned the 
idea to him at a cocktail party, 
and then followed up with a 
breakfast meeting, he told 
them he didn't want his name 
presented for the job. 
But Watergate, like it has 
many prominent American 
political leaders, touched him 
personally. He found out 
through the testimony of John 
Ehrlichman that he had been 
tapped and under surveillance 
for three years.

York lawyer, and there was this 
NBA opportunity still there — 
he was a nut on pro basketball 
anyhow — so he took it. 
But to paraphrase a famous 
quotation by his good friend, the 
late John Kennedy, ask not 
what the NBA can do for you, 
but what you can do for the 
NBA 
“I think time will tell,” he 
almost ducks the issue, "the 
fact that NBA and I entered 
into marriage was due to the 
ebb and flow of life. I did not ac­ 
cept it for prestige or profit. 
“ The great challenge in 
>rts is what will happen to 
te NBA and the ABA. In 1971, 
when the merger talks were 
debated in Washington, the ef­ 
fort was horrendous.” 


So, by implication, Larry 
O’Brien, who is 57, can make 
his greatest contribution by ef­ 
fecting a union of the two 
basketball leagues whose quest 
for tall, agile men has resulted 
in the hijptest salary spiral in 
the history of sports. This was 
supposed to be the reason the 
NBA got him in the first place, 
because of his political clout in 
Washington. 
Therefore, he will not stop be­ 
ing a p o litic ia n , in the 
theoretical sense, though he is 
out of it as an organization 
man. 
“Will I miss it?” he asks 
rhetorically. "Yes.” 
He curls in his hotel room 
chair, black patent leather 
shoes twisted together. 
"Am I going back to it? No.” 
Except if it concerns pro 
basketball.

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High costs of local power 
Lawyer charges government officials 
talked him out of CIA suicide suit

This current disparity 
between retail rates in the city 
and its neighboring com* 
munities exists largely because 
city rates accelerated by 15.6 
per cent on the first of this year 
while rates in the other areas 
stood still. How this happened 
is a textbook example of 
regulatory lag at work. 
In July, 1974, PG&E asked the 
Federal Power Commission to 
grant » 15.6 per cent wholesale 
power rate increase, affecting 
municipal resale customers 
like Lompoc. Foreseeing a 
regulatory lag. the municipals 
asked the FPC in August to sus- 
E 
end the effective date of this 
ike for five months to allow 
state regulated PG&E retail 
rates in surrounding areas to 
catch up The federal rate set­ 
ters denied the cities’ request 
and imposed the new wholesale 
hike (which amounted to 12.7 
per cent) upon them on Aug 24. 
1974, after a suspension of only 
one day. 
The following month, 
September, 1974, the Lompoc 
City Council enacted a two-step 
city retail rate hike including 
an immediate 5.4 per cent boost 
and a 15 6 per cent boost effec­ 
tive Jan 1, 1975 The council 
reasoned that by January, the 
State Public Utilities Com mis­ 
sion would have had time to im­ 
pose a comparable retail in­ 
crease on neighboring areas 
served directly by PG&E. If 
this had happened, city and out 
of city rates would have 
remained in the same general 
range. 
But it didn’t happen. By 
January, the state regulatory 
board was still processing 
PG&E’s request for a parallel 
increase in retail rates. So, the 
city’s rates lunged ahead. State 
hearings on the comparable 
retail hike have dragged on 
through the summer. The 
CPUC is expected to rule on the 
hike next month, after a 
regulatory lag of (me full year. 
Both the city and PG&E 
maintain different rate 
schedules for residential and in­ 
dustrial power customers, 
based on the volume of power 
usage. While city residential 
rates have lurched ahead, ac­ 
cording to Ruffner, city in­ 
dustrial rates affecting super­ 
markets, discount stores and 


customers of this volume re­ 
main comparable to industrial 
rates in nearby areas City 
leaders wonder how much 
longer this will last. 
lliis would not be the case, 
said Ruffner, if a large 
manufacturing plant consuming 
more power than, for example, 
Grefco. were located within the 
city limits. Due to the fuel cost 
adjustment price squeeze, he 
said, it would cost the city more 
in current wholesale rates to 
buy the power to supply an in­ 
dustry of this scale than it 
would cost the industry itself to 
buy the same amount of power 
at PG&E retail industrial rates 
across the city line. 
According to Lompoc City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers, 
this city is at the brink of feel­ 
ing serious consequences from 
leapfrogging wholesale rates 
and fuel cost adjustment 
boosts. Any further tightening 
of the price squeeze, he said, 
and the City Council will be 
forced to either subject the 
local economy to the com­ 
petitive disadvantage of jacked 
up local rates or begin to cut 
into city services. 
“ If there are any more in­ 
creases from F*G&E,” he said, 
“ I would look very seriously at 
just absorbing them, even if it 
means 
decreasing 
our 
operating revenues.“ 
In fact, city operating 
revenues have decreased 
somewhat because of the power 
cost bind already. Lompoc’s 
city-owned electrical system 
contributed $535,000 in profits 
toward running the city in fiscal 
1969-1970, $501,530 in 1970-71 and 
$500,000 each during the three 
years since. But the dollar to­ 
day isn’t what it was in 1969. In 
order for the local electrical 
system to contribute the same 
buying power to the city this 
year as it did in that year, its 
contribution would have to be 
over $600,000, Wahlers 
calculates. Price squeeze pres­ 
sure from wholesale rate and 
fuel cost hikes has prevented 
this. So, in absolute terms, city 
operating revenues have 
already been slashed by over 
$100,000. 
Healdsburg, a public power 
city of 6,000 in Northern 
California, has felt the fuel cost 
adjustment sting in its large in­ 
dustrial rates more sharply 
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than Lompoc. At the beginning 
of this year, Fairchild, a large 
industrial customer within its 
borders, paid Headsburg’s city 
electrical system $3,000 per 
month less for power than it 
would have paid PG&E if it 
were located across the city 
line 
But between January and 
June, the fuel cost adjustment 
charge for city industrial rate 
B 
yers rose by $3.828, though 
r PGftE retail customers it 
rose by only $2,313. Now, it’s 
costing Fairchild $2,249 per 
month more to buy power from 
Healdsburg than it would to 
purchase 1t from PG&E. 
Half of this differential, about 
$1,000, exists because Heald- 
sburg’s general industrial rate 
independent of the fuel cost ad- 
justment (the two are 
separate) rose $4,349 over this 
period while F*G&E’s general 
rate for the same amount of 
power rose only $3,297. Still, the 
small publicly-owned system 
could have remained com­ 
petitive with f*G&E over this 
period only by reducing its 
general rate at a time when 
both its costs for wholesale 
power and fuel cost adjust­ 
ments were rising faster than 
the competing out of city retail 
rates. 
Healdsburg leaders may not 
be worried that Fairchild will 
move out of town but they 
wonder how likely other in­ 
dustries will be to want to set 
up shop in the city if electricity 
rates in nearby areas remain 
lower. 
Says Robert Rose, city public 
works director, “ The two 
wholesale rate increases that 
we received were greater than 
rate increases passed on to 
PG&E industrial customers. 
Also, we now pay considerably 
more for fuel adjustments than 
do PG&E retail customers. 
Based on facts, we are in a 
price squeeze situation.” 
Even more volatile in his 
analysis of the price squeeze is 
Lompoc Mayor Art Scott, a 
member of the NCPA executive 
committee, who charges that 
PG & E 
is 
taking 
an­ 
ticompetitive advantage of rate 
setting disparities! 
“ There’s going to be an awful 
lot of pressure put on by the 
citizens when a plant says 
'we’re going to move because of 
the costs of your power is 
greater than we could buy wit- 
side the City of Lompoc.’ It’s a 
very dangerous position we're 
in,” he told a City Council 
budget session in August. 
“ What they’re doing is forc­ 
ing us into a position where we 
can not compete. They’re forc­ 
ing us with this fuel cost adjust­ 
ment clause. They don’t have to 
come along and get another 
rate increase from us. All they 
have to do is maneuver and say 
‘Hey, our fuel costs just went 
up.’ This is exactly how they 
can take over a system. 
“ You get the cost of our 
power up so that it is greater 
than the cost of power PG&E 
can deliver it for outside the 
city and you see what hap­ 
pens,” Scott posed. “ We’ll 
have tremendous public pres­ 
sure put on us.” 
The fuel cost adjustment 
policy is one established by 
governmental regulatory agen­ 
cies, not by the private utilities. 
But PG&E and the other 
privates defend it as an ef­ 
ficient method to compensate 
them for capricious fuel cost in­ 
creases without clogging 
regulatory commission 
dockets. If private utilities 
were obliged to go through 
lengthy hearings, appeals and 
rate suspensions to redress 
each jolt in the price of Arab 
oil, their spokesmen argue, the 
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process would take months and 
during these months the cost of 
fuel would rise several more 
times Their firms, they plead, 
could go broke in the mean­ 
time. 
“ It would be natural for them 
to oppose it,” said PG&E Assis­ 
tant General Counsel William 
Kuder at the cities’ bridling at 
the fuel cost adjustment policy. 
“ It’s just a way the terrible 
results of inflation have hit us, 
including not only the cities but 
everyone else.” 
Confided another PG&E of­ 
ficial, “ We’ve got an awful lot 
of flack from consumer ac­ 
tivists about rate increases as 
though we were the only ones 
not hit by inflation or the cost of 
Arab oil.” 
The cost of power plant fuel, 
private utility men argue, is 
largely beyond PG&E’s control. 
Natural gas prices are fully 
regulated by state and federal 
agencies they point out. Oil 
prices are at the whim of world 
market conditions. Fuel cost 
adjustments as part of a total 
electricity rate structure have 
been common in other parts of 
the country for many years, 
they say. 
“ A fuel cost adjustment 
procedure is especially ap­ 
propriate now that the need to 
conserve energy is so ap­ 
parent,” PG&E added in an of­ 
ficially prepared statement. 
“ The fuel cost adjustment 
flows the cost of dwindling fos­ 
sil fuel supplies directly to the 
ultimate user and, as the cost of 
these energy supplies has risen, 
has provided and will continue 
to provide an economic incen­ 
tive for the user to conserve.” 
Aside from the price squeeze, 
public power officials have two 
other complaints about the fuel 
cost adjustment as it is applied 
to their cities. They charge that 
since hikes in the adjustment 
are effectively unappealable, 
the policy guarantees private 
utilities compensation for high 
fuel costs and removes their in­ 
centive to be hard bargainers 
for the lowest priced fuel. 
Muni leaders also join the 
staff of the FPC is appealing 
that the amount of the fuel cost 
adjustment should be based on 
the actual extra cost the 
utilities pay for fuel, not on the 
existing normalized basis. 
“ By a normalized basis, it’s 
really an adverse year basis, 
where they’re saying ‘If we 
don’t get rain, we’re going to 
have to spend so much for oil 
without actually bringing out 
evidence of what their higher 
fuel costs actually were,” 
describes Norman Ingraham, 
executive director of the 
Northern California Power 
Agency. 
“ We have run studies of what 
they’ve actually spent over the 
last two years and we find in 
our opinion that there is a sub­ 
stantial difference between 
what they actually spent and 
what we are charged.” 
Use of the normalized basis, 
the public power co-op con­ 
tends, has reaped for PG&E 
over a $2 million windfall of 
which the public power cities 
have paid the lion’s share. 
Another official PG&E state­ 
ment said this: “ The FPC fuel 
cost adjustment is based on 
average year fuel require­ 


ments. However, it should be 
noted in this connection that the 
availability of PG&E’s signifi­ 
cant hydroelectric resources, 
although their output is 
averaged over both good and 
B 
r water years, has kept the 
I cost adjustment far below 
what it otherwise would have 
been. When PG & E’s new 
Diablo Canyon Nuclear Plant 
becomes operative in the near 
future, it will have a similar 
beneficial effect on PG&E's 
fuel costs and hence on the fuel 
cost adjustment.” 
In proceedings before the 
Federal Power Commission, 
S 
ublic power municipals in 
iorthern and Southern Califor­ 
nia have challenged the dif­ 
ferential application of the fuel 
cost adjustment. But to date, 
the federal agency has refused 
to consider retail-wholesale 
price squeeze situations, claim­ 
ing it does not have jurisdiction 
over differences between 
federally regulated rates and 
rates regulated by the states. 
Municipal leaders have 
claimed that this ruling leaves 
a twilight zone of rate policy 
over which there is no 
regulatory control at all — none 
except that of their com­ 
petitors, the private utility 
firms. 


In April of this year, a United 
States Court of Appeals sided 
with the cities. The court ruled 
(Conway Corp. vs. the FPC) 
that the federal panel can not 
wash its hands of the an­ 
ticompetitive impact on 
municipals of unequal in­ 
creases in the fuel cost adjust­ 
ment. 


“Unless the municipality has 
access to alternative sources of 
power,” the court ruled, “ the 
neighboring system can virtual­ 
ly control the performance of 
the municipal system through 
its control over the wholesale 
price of power. At its most 
basic level,” the court said, 
“ retail rate competition 
between city-owned and private 
utilities represents a struggle 
on the part of the municipal and 
cooperative systems to 
preserve their independence 
from their supplier insofar as 
they compete at retail.” 


The Conway ruling means 
that the Federal Power Com­ 
mission must consider price 
squeezes in ruling on future and 
pending actions against fuel 
cost adjustment increases, in­ 
cluding those filed by Lompoc 
and its allies of the Northern 
California Power Agency. Net­ 
tled by sharp criticism citing a 
laxity in its review of fuel ad­ 
justment boosts, the FPC has 
recently proposed that, like 
general wholesale increases, 
wholesale fuel cost increases be 
subject to later rebate if finally 
disapproved. Given the federal 
panel’s track record, public 
power spokesmen predict it will 
be months at the very least 
before either of these changes 
comes about. 


The eleven cities of NCPA 
have determined that their final 
answer to the price squeeze 
dilemma is the same as was im­ 
plied by the court in the Conway 
case — the acquisition of alter­ 
nate sources of power. 
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NORFOLK, Va. (U PI) - A 
lawyer says government offi­ 
cials persuaded him in 1966 to

One week after 
being interviewed by the 
agency, on Jan. 26,1966. he shot 
himself in the head. 
Christensen’s son, James F. 
Christensen Jr., told the news­ 
paper in a telephone interview 
from San Francisco that he 
plans to take legal action unless 
a Philadelphia attorney he has 
consulted tells him he does not 
have a case 
“ There’s never really been 
any doubt in our minds about 
what caused my father’s 
death,” the paper quoted the 
young Christensen as saying. 
He was certain that the CIA had 
administered drugs to Col. 
Christensen, who was 48 when 
he died, the paper said. 
The colonel’s widow, Edith 
W. Christensen, told the news­ 


paper her husband had applied 
tor work at the CIA and had 
been given drugs as part of the 
screening test. 
She said in a phone interview 
with the paper from her Laguna 
Hills, Calif home that her hus­ 
band was not the same after 
returning to his Virginia Beach 
home after being interviewed 
by the CIA. 
She told the newspaper her 
husband was disoriented, suf­ 
fered hallucinations and be­ 
lieved his house was bugged and 
his meat was poisoned. 
Shapero said he dropped the 
case after being told that hav­ 
ing agents give testimony at a

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Cities and Crises 


NEW YORK — To one recently in 
England, what is happening in New York 
offers a striking parallel. In each in­ 
stance the head of government, Prime 
M inister Harold Wilson, Mayor 
Abraham Beame, is struggling to stave 
off bankruptcy against the demands of 
unions so powerful they hold the 
economy in pawn. 
The stakes are, of 
course, 
infinitely 
greater across the 
Atlantic. As the pound 
and the London stock 
market fall to new 
lows, the future of Bri­ 
tain as a viable Euro­ 
pean partner and a 
trading center of the 
world is in question. 
Yet it is a difference in degree rather

than in kind. The threat of bankruptcy 
and breakdown in New York, the nation’s 
largest city, can be seen as a prophetic 
warning for other metropolitan areas 
where rising costs in the public sector — 
wages, pensions, services — have outrun 
the ability to pay. 


The desperate recourse has been to 
sink deeper and deeper into debt. That 
way out is now foreclosed for New York 
City since, with a staggering debt of $14 
billion, the banks are saying no until 
Mayor Beame carries out certain 
reforms. 


Of this amount $6 billion is in short­ 
term indebtedness, a large part of which 
must, in banking terminology, be rolled 
over each year with increasing 
resistance by lenders and higher interest 
rates. 


Juan's getting married 


Juan Mora’s getting married. The girl 
s from Fillmore, in Ventura County. The 
wo of them met while Juan was at- 
ending the University of Madrid, during 
lis senior year at the University of 
California at Santa Barbara. 
They’ve set the date 
[or Aug. 30, in Fil­ 
lmore. When he told 
me all this Wednes­ 
day, I told him we’d 
gather here at the 
Press Club on that 
date and toast his hap­ 
piness and long life. 
And so we will, Juan, 
and then toss our glas­ 
ses in the fireplace as 
true comrades should. 
Readers may have heard of Juan. He’s 
kind of a legend in his own time. I first 
met him a few years ago when he was at­ 
tending Lompoc High School. He had 
come to Lompoc from Mexico City after 
a chance meeting with a Lompoc couple 
blossomed into friendship. During his 
senior year at Lompoc High School, he 
organized almost single handedly, a 
youth conference in Veterans Memorial 
Building. The plan was to gather all the 
young people together and let them air 
their gripes against the adult side of this 
establishment. A couple hundred persons 
attended 4he all-day affair, including a 
host of invited observers. In the latter 
group, as I recall, were representatives 
of probation, police and the schools and 
churches. 
Observers were to be seen and not 
heard and that’s the way it was. It was 
successful beyond anyone’s dream even 
though it didn’t produce any lasting docu­ 
ment of particulars. 


After that I bumped into Juan, here 
and there. Once out in front of Bob Lil­ 
l y ’s office on H Street, we stood and 
talked for a half hour. It was summer 
and Juan was painting houses. After all 
he had to earn his way. He was writing a 
novel, and headed, the following year for 
UCSB. 
Somewhat later he showed up sporting 
a T-shirt emblazoned with the UCSB soc­ 
cer team logo. Still later he told me 
about his participation in a university 
theater group. He was writing and acting 
and from my vantage point obviously en­ 
joying life to the full. 
Then he showed up one day and told me 
he was headed for Spain and study at the 
University of Madrid. By this time, Juan 
had mastered English and most of the 
things he wrote sounded like prose 
poems. He sent me a couple of postal 
cards from Madrid and then one day 
came an urgent appeal for help. He was 
momentarily about to be arrested by 
Spanish police, he said, for some real or 
imagined visa or passport irregularity 
and the prospect of spending time in a 


Spanish jail shocked his sensibilities just 
to contemplate it. 
The moment I got his appeal I wrote to 
the Mexican consul in Los Angeles, set­ 
ting forth as much as I knew of Juan’s 
problems and asking him to act im­ 
mediately. I never did get a reply. 
When Juan was here Wednesday, he 
told me that the Mexican consul did ap­ 
pear in Madrid and just in time ap­ 
parently because Juan was about to be 
thrown into wherever it is that Madrid 
federal police throw those they don’t 
like. I wonder if my little letter to Los 
Angeles was responsible. 
Anyway, Juan’s graduated from UCSB 
and he’s getting married next week. That 
will be another chapter in the saga of his 
colorful career. 


This week a package of The Record’s 
Chess columns and related information 
on this newspaper’s promotional efforts 
for chess will be on their way to Lincoln, 
Neb., where they’ll be displayed for a 
couple of weeks at the site of the U.S.

The 
Record’s column which is written by this 
reporter, is one of only about six or seven 
locally produced columns, published 
regularly by daily newspapers in Califor­ 
nia. The display in Lincoln is organized 
by the Association of U.S. Chess Jour­ 
nalists. 


At 10 minutes to 8 on the first morning 
of this month Secretary of Defense 
James Schlesinger met some 20 
reporters at breakfast and continued 
what can only be considered an 
organized maneuver by President Ford 
and his Administration to make the idea 
of nuclear war thinkable. 
Recent developments permit no other 
conclusion. The drive has brought attack 
from Democrats, anger from Moscow, 
and shock from the public; but President 
Ford and Secretary Schlesinger have not 
retreated: they insist that it is not a new 
policy, just a reaffirmation of an old one 
of Jack Kennedy, Lyndon Johnson and 
Richard Nixon. But the emphasis and 
timing are new. They are reaffirming 
America's option to use tactical nukes in 
a minor crisis and even to make a selec­ 
tive strike at the Soviet Union. 
Why are they doing it? They are doing 
it, it would appear, to reassert the 
doctrine of credibility, a doctrine that 
has almost theological overtones in the 
apocalyptic dogma of nuclear confronta­ 
tion. It must not only be known that 
America has A-weapons but will use 
them. In a game where first-strike use is 
almost equivalent to suicide the world 
must know that we are willing to commit 
suicide. It is the horrible logic of modern 
man's Nuclear Dilemma. 
In the old West a tough man knew that 
carrying a gun was no good if the people 
didn’t think you would use it; the same 
thing goes now for nations with nukes. 
The Ford Administration seems to have 
decided it is time for the public to un­ 
derstand this. It is nonsense to say that it 
is just Schlesinger throwing his weight 
around. He wouldn't do it without the 
president’s approval, though Moscow, 


The Record’s poet laureat, Gene McAl­ 
lister, author of those amazingly clever 
and apt verses on the editorial page 
made an interesting point the other day. 
He refers to the use of the word, 
“mishap” in referring to highway acci­ 
dent. This reporter uses the term oc­ 
casionally to refer to a moderate or 
minor traffic accident, in a sense, to take 
the edge off the incident. But McAl­ 
lister’s verse spells it out: there’s 
sometimes more to an accident than the 
term, “mishap” might imply. It’s the 
same with the almost universal use of 
the phrase, “minor injury accident.” 
The absurdity of the word, “minor” was 
never more apparent to this reporter 
than when Andy Peterson, long time 
member of the county planning commis­ 
sion and Santa Ynez River Water Conser­ 
vation District, had an accident on 
Highway 246 in Buellton. No one was 
hospitalized as a result of the accident, 
but when I saw Andy shortly after the 
“mishap” I was shocked. He was limp­ 
ing and from head to foot seemed to be a 
mass of lacerations and black and purple 
bruises. I guess the word, “minor” is 
used to signal, immediately to the reader 
that there are no life-threatening in­ 
juries, a bit of information that can be 
reassuring.

Ac­ 
cording to some doomsayers with 10 
kilograms of plutonium (22 pounds), a 
high school science lab, and the services 
of a technically literate designer, most 
nations could produce bombs. 
“You haven’t said whether you will use 
the first strike?” a reporter asked Mr. 
Ford at the South Lawn press con­ 
ference, June 26. He wouldn’t answer 
“Does the US still disavow first use of 
nuclear weapons?” He wouldn’t answer. 
Question No. 14: “If North Korea attacks 
South Korea would you use nuclear 
weapons to stop it?” No answer. Follow- 
up question, “You’re flatly not rulini it 
out thoutfi?” Answer: “I’m not either 
confirming it or denying it. I’m saying 
we have the forces and they’ll be used in 
our national interest as they should be.” 
Schlesinger speaks and the president 
nods his head. Well before his breakfast 
with us Schlesinger submitted to 
Congress, in May, an unpublished report 
on “The Theater Nuclear Defense 


The unhappy mayor finds himself 
between the devil and the deep blue sea 
as the unions fight his every gesture of 
economy When Beame ordered a reduc­ 
tion in garbage collectors, the sanitation 
union pulled a wildcat strike. As garbage 
piled upon the sidewalks, Fun City — 
remember John Lindsay? — became 
Stink City. 
Miniscule conflicts bring dubious vic­ 
tories. The mayor called an end to the 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. summer workday and 
restoration of 9-to-5 hours. Victor Got- 
baum, director of the State, County and 
Municipal Employes Union, threatened 
to order a walkout at 4. He finally 
yielded and thousands of workers pour­ 
ing out of the Municipal Building shortly 
after 5 p.m. muttered in resignation or 
anger over being deprived of a privilege 
they had won in collective bargaining. 
The root causes go much deeper. 
Municipal pensions, half of the last 
year’s pay at the «id of 20 years, and 
their abuse, are fundamental. 
Basic is the welfare load with welfare 
checks more generous than anywhere 
else and corruption reported on the same 
scale. The great in-migration of blacks 
from the South and of Puerto Ricans, 
beginning 5 years ago, created a solid 
bloc struggling against poverty and the 
inroads of crime and decay in the city’s 
streets. 
Services have long outstripped the 
ability to pay. New York maintains 18 
separate hospitals and here, too, strikes 
and the threat of strikes have been dis­ 
ruptive. 
The city colleges charge no tuition and 
any graduate of the city’s high schools 
may enroll, regardless of qualifications 
Minor economies such as cutting back 
the size of police and fire forces have 
produced violent protest with discharged 
police blocking traffic arteries. 
The answer, thus far, seems to be to 
apply new nuisance taxes on business 
and the service trades with the in­ 
evitable result of speeding the exodus to 
nearby suburbs. 
A recent study by the New York Times 
showed that the increase in property 
taxes has drastically outstripped real es­ 
tate values with the true value of real es­ 
tate increasing 1 per cent over the past 
10 years while property taxes rose 21 per 
cent. 
David Rockefeller, chairman of Chase 
Manhattan bank and one of the bankers 
trying to keep the city solvent, in an ad­ 
dress to the U.S. Conference of Mayors 
urged that criteria be established for 
m easuring cost-effectiv en ess of 
municipal services, region by region and 
city by city. But since most of the 
mayors confront an impending crunch 
like that of New York they will not 
welcome such business-like advice. 
At the onset of the crisis President 
Ford denied Beame’s appeal for federal 
help. It would surely follow that bailing 
out one city, albeit the largest in the na­ 
tion, a line would have formed outside 
the White House extending half way 
down Pennsylvania Avenue. At their con­ 
ference in Boston, the piteous mayoralty 
pleas for more federal help drowned out 
almost everything else. And for all the 
logic in these pleas — that a dispropor­ 
tionate share of the federal income tax 
comes from the cities — they are a waste 
of breath.

make it, for whatever reason. 
There is no question but that 
many thousands of welfare 
recipients are just that for 
other than honorable reasons. 
Cheating the system abounds, 
and that is unfortunate. 
On the other hand, doing 
away with the welfare system 
entirely is an extrem ely 
idealistic, and inhuman sug­ 
gestion, when the final solu­ 
tion to the problem lies 
somewhere between how it 
presently operates and the 
other extreme of total aboli­ 
tion. 
Bureaucracy in government 
is nearly synonymous with in­ 
efficiency in government, and 
the welfare system throughout 
the United States in a model in 
bureaucratese. For years 
legislators have stumped for 
welfare reform, and nothing 
has moved off dead center. 
Perhaps what is presently hap­ 
pening in Plumas County will 
be the vanguard for what could 
happen all across the land, 
leading to at least some light 
being shed on a system of dis­ 
bursement so mired down with 
people and procedures that it 
has all but ceased to function, 
and certainly not in the man­ 
ner intended. 


Posture in Europe,” later described as 
declaring that a conventional Soviet-led 
attack against Western Europe might 
force the US to use battlefield nuclear 
weapons to avoid defeat. Schlesinger 
told US News lc World Report, May 26, 
that In case of attack by North Korea “it 
is necessary to go for the heart of the op- 
K 
nt’s power; destroy his military 
is ... more vigorous action ... than 
the Vietnamese war.” 
That kind of tough talk only means one 
thing. Pravda denounced him, June 1 — 
so what? On ABC’s ’’Issues and 
Answers,” July 6, he said that nuclear 
weapons would only be employed under 
“desperate” circumstances. But he 
didn’t deny that they would be employed. 
Schlesinger is a personable figure with 
juick, subtie mind. At breakfast he was 
ar from committing an indescretion He 
came with a tape recorder, had a sheaf 
of statements by earlier defense 
secretaries to show policy hadn’t 
changed; spoke on the record and paused 
weightily before answering questions. 
Then, with a flushed face and a comma 
after each qualification he replied, 
“First use could conceivably (let me un­ 
derscore ‘conceivably’) involve what we 
define as strategic forces and possibly, 
possibly (underscore ‘possibly’) involve 
a selective strike at the Soviet Union. We 
do not necessarily exclude that, but it is 
indeed a very, very low probability.” 
That made Pravda explode again, July 
12. Nearly every reporter at the 
breakfast, wrote a piece about it, not 
emphasizing a change of policy, but a 
change of emphasis and tone. 
In a 1957 book, Nuclear Weapons and 
Foreign Policy, Harvard professor 
Henry Kissinger expounded mankind’s 
dilemma: “The refusal to run any risks 
would amount to giving the Soviets a 
blank check,” he said, adding that “the 
more powerful the weapons ... the 
greater becomes the reluctance to use 
them.” That’s why John Foster Dulles 
invented brinksmanship — rushing to the 
abyss to outstare your opponent. Kis­ 
singer recognized in 1967 the paralyzing 
fear of weapons: he proposed overcom­ 
ing it by educating the public and by a 
“diplomacy which seeks to break down 
the atmosphere of special horror which 
now surrounds the use of nuclear 
weapons.” 
That’s what’s happening now, we are 
being educated. In Vietnam, Nixon tried 
“limited war,” without nukes, and it 
didn’t work. Worse still, thought nuclear 
theologians, it weakened America’s 
crucial credibility. Nixon hung on in 
Vietnam, less to win the war at the end 
than to demonstrate America’s will. It is 
a maddening dilemma; no previous na­ 
tion ever faced it. Kissinger at Harvard 
urged “a public opinion which has be«i 
educated to the realities of the nuclear 
age.” We are the first generation that 
can destroy itself, the first g«ieration in 
which Man is the endangered species. 
The nuclear nonproliferation treaty is 
a worthy instrument, but various nations 
won’t sign it and it is hard to believe that 
it is going to prevent the multiplication 
of war heads. Argentina, Chile, Taiwan, 
Pakistan, Iran, South Africa, West Ger­ 
many are either seeking to acquire 
plutonium separation plants or are 
tempted to use the resources they 
already have. A byproduct of a nuclear 
energy plant may be wastes to make 
bombs.

S.B. 204 has passed the State Senate 
and is presently in the Assembly. S.B. 
204 shifts the burden of financing 
alcoholism programs from the property, 
sales and income tax to a user oriented 
tax on the consumer — mainly, the ex­ 
cessiv e drinker — of alcoholic 
beverages. The word is out that the 
governor will try to defeat the bill in the 
Assembly instead of vetoing it himself. 
His opposition to the bill is because he is 
opposed to any tax increase and he feels 
alcoholism programs are ineffective in 
treating and rehabilitating the alcoholic. 
First, the tax increase; S.B. 204 will in­ 
crease the price of a six-pack of beer by 
two cents, a small amount. Think of it 
this way, it’s a form of pre-paid health 
insurance for those people most likely to 
need the services provided by alcoholism 
programs. Alcohol is the third largest 
health problem in the U.S. today, so it 
doesn’t always hit the other guy. 
As to the effectiveness of the alcohol 
programs, I can relate only my ex­ 
periences which have put me in contact 
with dozens of alcoholics who did not 
choose of their own free will to contract 
the illness called alcoholism. I have seen 
many of them helped by public inebriate 
programs, including, of course, 
Alcoholics Anonymous which they joined 
after first receiving assistance from 
other alcoholism programs. Many such 
programs have received public funding 
and benefit not only the victim and his 
family, but the taxpayer as well. The 
governor needs to hear from you that 
people who have suffered from 
alcoholism have recovered through the 
assistance provided by these taxpayer- 
funded programs. He needs to know that 
these programs have taken alcoholics 
out of taxpayer-supported institutions 
such as jails and welfare and made them 
productive taxpaying citizens. 
If you feel the same as I do and want 
better programs for the alcoholic with 
less burden on the taxpayer, I urge you to 
contact Gary Hart our assemblyman and 
especially the governor prior to August 5 
to let him know why you support S.B. 204. 
Senator Gregorio feels unless 10,000 
letters, telegrams and other communica­ 
tions reach the governor's office by that 
time the bill will be killed in the Revenue 
and Taxation Committee. If you do not 
have time to write, please cut this letter 
out and send it to the governor now.
